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Jordan denies terrorist

Jerusalem Post Arab Affains Reporter . 

Egypt yesterday lifted its eight-month-old ban on terrorist broad- 
casts from Cairo as Jordan faced an increasingly hostile Arab reaction 
to its confrontation with the terrorist establishment. Jordan’s Minister 
‘Wasfi e-Tel declared yesterday that the terrorist “security problem” 
in the northern town of Irbid was uprooted “forever.” He told the 
parliament that the government was now coping with a number of 


terrorist pockets in Amman. 

The_parilament expressed full sup- 
port to King Hussein's regime. 

In an official statement issued in 
Cairo, the Egyptian government 
called upon al of the Arab states 
to support the terrorists in their 
fight against the Jordanian authori- 
ties. Apparently referring to King 
Hussein, the statement said that 
there was still somebody in Jordan 
who could stop what it termed as 
the “‘mazsacres of the Palestinians.” 

The Egyptian decision to aliow 
the terrorists to resume their broad- 
casts was apparently linked to grow- 
ing Arab pressure to keep the ter- 
rorist establishment alive. The ter- 
Torist broadcasts from Cairo were 
suspended last July under the orders 
of Egypt's late President Nasser 
after the broadcasts attacked him 
for his acceptance of the Rogers 
peace inttiative,

Egyptian air force

CAIRO (AP). — A reconstructed, 
reinforced Egyptian air force is 
ready to face any eventuality, in- 
cluding renewal of full-scale war 
with Israel, the semi-official “Al 
Ahram” reported yesterday. 

Echoing a theme recurrent in 
the Cairo press since the cease-fire 
ended on March 7, “Al Ahram” said 
the a'r force has completed its pre- 
parations for resumed fighting or 
“any attempt by the enemy to raise 
doubts about its fighting ability.” 

Stories of the armed forces “state 
of maximum alert” have been fre- 
quently printed In Cairo newspa- 
pers. Western reports of Hgyptian 
Gefences bolstered by new Russian 
planes, weapons end equipment heve 
been given prominent space without 

Egyptian offictal confirmation. 
“Al Ahram” said air force train- 
ing has been going on " and 
night, using up-to-date technological 
and scientific methods in differing 
‘weather and various circumstances.” 
Tt aaid the air force had “benefited 
greatly from the cease-fire period 
and pilot combat abilities have been 
improved.” 

“All (Egyptian) fighters know 
exactly and clearly how fierce the 
next battle with the enemy would 
be," the paper said.

It was stressed in Jerusalem that 
it was in fact Egypt’s failure 30 
far to reply to Israel's note of 
February 26 which has caused the 
latest impasse in the Jarring Mis- 
sion. Israel proposed in that note 
that both parties should now 
“pursue their negotiations in 2 
detailed and concrete manner with- 
out prior conditions so as to cover 
all points Hsted in their respective 
documents with a view to concluding 
ἃ peace agreement.” The Israel 
Government has stated on a number 
of occasions that this note by Is- 
rael also represents 8. reply to Dr, 
Jarring’s note of February 8. 


JARRING DISAPPOINTED 


Dr. Jarring is reported to he 
tlisappointed that he hag been com- 
pletely left out of Washington's 
recent contacts with Jerusalem and 
Cairo over various proposals that 
could lead to the reopening of the 
Suez Canal as a partial settlement.

Rio rainstorm

RIO DE JANEIRO (Reuter). 
Fierce rainstorms, accompanied by 
high winds, hit this city during the 
night and municipal authorities said 
yesterday that at least 36 people died. 

Last night's storm was the second 
deluge to hit Rio de Janeiro over 
the past month. 

Torrential rainstorms which 
struck the clty at the end of Feb- 
ruary killed 130 and left 40,000 
homeless. Similer ours killed 
hundreds here in 1066 and 1967. 

The wind and rain started Sunday 
evening. The two rivers in the

Hundreds of spectators’ care were 
swept away by fast-flowing flood- 
waters in the surrounding streets, 
eyewitnesses said. Whole trees were 
uprooted by the winds while others, 
with trunks 15 cms. in diameter, 
were snapped off like match-sticks.

Zayyat said after the Riad-Jar- 
ring meeting that Dr. Jarring "felt 
that he was going around in a 
viclous circle” and decided to re- 
turn to Moscow. “But he will go 
back tomorrow if he receives am 
auswer trom Israel," Zayyat said, 
according to UPL. 


NO MEETING SCHEDULED 


So far there is no audience 
scheduled for Mr. Ried at the 
Elysée ‘Palace with President 
Georges Pompidou. But following 
the unexpected arrival here of Mr. 
Jarring a meeting between Mr. 
Riad and the French chief of state 
would no longer be a surprise, 

Observers here delieve Egypt is 
ebout to publish new proposals for 
8 peace settlement and have persua- 
ded Dr. Jarring to come to Paris 
in order to give their suggestions a 
bigger ‘propaganda impact.

FREETOWN, Sierra Leone (AP).— 
The ‘Sierra Leone armed forces com- 
mander, Brigadier John. Bangurah, 
has been arrested for plotting the 
abortive coup attempt March 23, it 
was officially announced yesterday. 
Arrested with him were six other 
army officers, two majors, one cap- 
tain, two Heutenants and a sergeant. 
No charges have yet been preferred 
against them but army sources said 
they will be court martialled. 
Some 200 Guinean soldiers are

HONGKONG (Reuter). — Kuwait 
yesterday became the seventh 
country to recognize China in less 
than six months when it announced 
its decision to establish diplomatic 
links at ambassadorial level. 


Canada recognised the Peking 
Government last October, and was 
swiftly followed by Italy, Chile, NI- 
gerla, Ethiepia and Equatorial Gui- 
nea. A total of 59 nations now re- 
cognize China. 

A joint communique released si- 
multapeously by the Kuwait Govern- 
ment and the New Chinz News 
Agency said the two countries would 
exchange ambassadors “within the 
shortest possible period.” 

The communique sald the step 
was taken in view of China’s sup- 
port for the “Arab struggle against 
imperialism and Zionism,” and Ku- 
wait's decision to recognize Peking 
as “the sole legal goveroment of 
China.” 

Meanwhile, the government of 
Taiwan announced it had severed 
relations with Kuwait in protest 
over the move, which it described ay 
“most unfriendly.” 


Eban stresses 
importance of 
Sharm e-Sheikh 


NEW YORK (AP). — Israeli Fo- 
reign Minister Abba Eban yester- 
day stressed the importance of 
Sharm e-Sheikh for Israel's defence, 
supply routes and relations with 
East African and Asian countries. 


“Sharm e-Sheikh means peace or 
war for Israel," said Mr. Eban on 
his final day in New York before 
returning to Israel via London last 
night. In a broadcast interview, 
Mr. Eban contended that the Golan 
Beighta and East Jerusalem are 
also needed for Israel’s security. He 
also said these three territories 
were only a partial lst of areas 
vital to Israel defences.

Mart problems 
for Israel

TEL AVIV. — The admission of 
Britain, Denmark snd Norway to 
the Common Market will cause 2 
grave export problem to Israel, es- 
Pecially in citrus and plywood, Mr. 
Adin Talbar, assisant director-gene- 
ral of the Ministry of Commerce 
end Industry, said last week He 
was ai ing a luncheon meeting 
of the Association of Bi-Nationzal 
Chambers of Commerce with Israel, 
given for foreign commercial at- 
taches. Officials from 12 countries 
attended; and another two coun- 
tries were represented by their jo- 
eal representatives. 


Mr. Talbar pointed out that if 
these three countries join the EEC 
they will automatically raise the 
import tariffs on citrus and ply- 
wood. Another serious problem was 
the possibility of restrictions on 
the export of textiles to the US., 
he sald. 


Speaking on other economic prob- 
lems facing Israel during the cur- 
rent year, he said that there was 
ἃ tendency of foreign countries to 
consider Israel a “developed” coun- 
try. However, roughly ΠΔ the 


population of Israel belonged to 
the “developing” category, and 
these persons could not te con- 
sidered “developed” for another de- 
cade or more, he said. 

‘Moreover, Israe}, as a small coun- 
try with little resources in fuel or 
minerals, and which was already 
exploiting its water resources to 
the utmost, needed “any trade pre- 
ference given to any other coun- 
try. We need all possible trade ad- 
vantages,” he said. 

Commenting on the current si- 
tuation, he said that Israel would 
increase its Industrial exports by 
20 per cent (from $605m. in 1970 
to $740m. in 1971), despite the fact 
that it was a country “fighting a 
war, absorbing immigrants, and 
building up its industrial poten- 
tials.” the next few years, 
up to 1975, industrial production 
for exports would increase steadily, 
if not by the same amount as in 
1971. 

He noted that one export item 
steadily increasing in importance 
was electronics. If exports in this 
field had stood at $im. in 1966, 
and at $17m. in 1970, they were 
expected to reach $100m, in 1975.

PLASTIC BAG 
HAZARDS 


To the Editor of The Jerusslem Post 

Sir, While I am not sure 
that I agree on social or economic 
rounds with the dairymen cur- 
rently weging a demonstration cam- 
peign against further distribution 
of milk in plastic bags, I do sup- 
port them in this fight for quite 
8 different reason. It should be 
remembered that in this increasing- 
ly plasticized amd packaged world 
these polymers, generally known as 
“plastics” are not bio-degradable. 
These materials have their place in 
8 contemporary society, but one 
must be aware of their environ- 
mental hazard. As thelr use in 
consumer goods, convenience goods, 
dncreases, then the problem of the 
disposal of these non-degradable so- 
lid wastes will become more over- 
whelming. The only suitable means 
for destroying these plastics its by 
open burning, a very unsatisfac- 
tory method. Since they are not 
degradable in the soil, as are other 
orgenic materials, thelr dncorpora- 
tion into landfill will become in- 
creasingly precarious. 

‘The real question to me is this: 
must Israel make all its own en- 
vironmental mistakes in the ques- 
tlonable mame of social Progress? 
Is it not possible to profit from 
the experience of others and not 
introduce additional hazards into 
our already overloaded environ- 
ment? Return: it bottles are 
net that much of a domestic or 
distribution problem. Until such 
time as a bio-degradable plastic is 
produced that is also compatible 


with public health regulations, the gush 


introduction of additional piastics 
into the throw-away market should 
be opposed. ᾿

social policy is that poverty is de- 
fined in terms of inequality — exist- 
ing in a country which hes always 
aspired to be an egalitarian society. 

‘Last December, the Netional In- 
surance Institute issued @ report 
showing that 20 per cent of Is- 


rael’s population lives below the- 


poverty line (fixed at about IL100 
per person per month). Last week 
the Knesset Labour Committee,whose 
chairman is Mrs, Shoshanna Arbell, 
izaued a statement pointing out 
that the income gap was widening, 
despite increased welfare payments 
in 1970. 

The special Labour Party com- 
mittee urges an all-out attempt to 
reduce this gap.. Since this must 
tnvolve huge sums of money and 
manpower, the decision must ‘be # 
political ome. ‘Accelerated exo- 
nomic growth is important, says the 
report, but a fairer distribution of 
mational: income can be achieved 
only ‘by intervention et state level. 

What does “poor” mean? Accord- 
ing to the Labour Party report, po- 
verty is expressed by the follow- 
ing: low income, lack of property, 
lack of dasic services such a3 
health or housing, lack of educa- 
tion and a consequent’ loss of go- 
celal and educational mobility, tack 
of participation in administrative 
or political decision-making or low 
social or community status. Unlike 
the word “poor” which imples a 
single social group, this list would 
seem to cut across large areas of 
the population. 

Bence, the report urges more di- 
rect investment in social services 
a8 opposed to “the tendency to in- 
crease private consumption at the 
expense of the development of these 
Services.” 

Income, ‘housing and education 
must be guaranteed, urges the re- 
port. It calls for a guaranteed mi- 
mimum income whose real value 
would be maintained. The Labour 
Party conumittee rejects an idea 
put forward by Histadrut Secre- 
tary-General Yitzhak 'Ben-Aharon 
‘and others — that of “negative 
income tax," which means agkim- 
ming off more from higher income 
brackets and channeling these 
funds to famiiies whose income is 
below the taxable minimum. Such 


an arrangement, notes the commit- 
tee, might create a disincentive to 
work on the part of lower-income 
groups. 


paynrents such as pensions Bnd the 
proposed disability allowance 
made taxable, so that such pay- 
ments would decrease ag the in- 
come of the family or individual 
‘Increased. 

“A. wor! man,” states the re- 
port,” haa ‘the right to an income 
which wilt maintain a smal fa- 
mily above the poverty line.” Large 
families (four.or more children) 
would require supplements to their 
guaranteed income, with increased 
allowances for children (the sums 
graduated upwards to the age of 
18). Special emphasis is placed on 
the need for additional cash grants 
where there are teenage children 
in secondary achool. 


School fees 


‘Children in large iow-income 
families are exempt from secon- 
dary school tuition fees but must 
pay up to IL600 a year extra on 
wuch expenses as uniforms, equip- 
ment, books, muals and fares. Many 
experta have linked these expenses 
to the ‘high secondary school drop- 
ou fae δ ehiidres from poor 
‘amilies. (It might be noted, though. 
the report does not do so, that a 
monthly cash allowance would also 
assuage the parents’ feeling thet 
teenage children ought to be out 
working and contributing to the 
family income.) The report also Lists 
the following as living’ in "relative 
financial deprivation” — the aged, 
low wage earners, various welfare 
groupa such ag the sick and disabled, 
and one-parent families (nearly al- 
ways @ mother who is head of the 
household). 

There are some services in exis- 
tence, eet up by private and pub- 
Uc agencies, which help a smail 
number of people in these cate- 
‘gories on ἃ charitable or semi- 
charitable basis. The report 58- 
commends that these services be 
expanded and taken over by the 
State or by municipal authorities. 

‘Among these services are “Meals 
on Wheels”

every day to the homes of several 
nundred aged persons living 
atone, home help for sick mothers 
of large families or for disabled 
peope; hot school meals; and free 
haltaays for mothers of large fam-

There are still cases, in Jerusa- 
tem δὲ least, where school prin- 
elpals withdraw school meals as 
a sanction against parenta who 
frave failed to pay the annual mu- 
nicipal achool tax. 

The thrust of the report ja that 
the citizen is entitled to social se- 
eurtty (which is channelled through 
the National Insurance Institute) 
‘as opposed to welfare. The aim is 
“to reduce the welfare population 
to an absolute minimum.” It would 
mean that the aged, the disabled, 
one-parent and ljarge families would 


be covered by the Nationel Insu-. 


rance Institute, that their rights 
would be protected by taw, and 
that they would no longer be gub- 
ject to the vagaries of ministerial 
or .mumicipal ‘budgets. The Welfare 
Ministry would ¢then deal with 
special groups whose problems 
were not necessarily financial, 
such as the blind or the retarded, 
or children in need of foster homes 
or adoption. . 
Housing 

Some people believe housing is 
the Jargest single social probiem 
im Israel today, The Knesset La- 
bour Committee reported last week 
that 33,000 families Hve in sub- 
“atandard housing (defined in terms 
of density as less than 9 sq.m. per 
person). The. committee adds that 
25 per cent of all families of Afro- 
Asian origin have three beds per 
room. : 

The Labour Party report calls for 
the establishment of required norms 
in Government housing, fixing a mi- 
nimum amount of apartment space 
per member of the family, The re- 
port urges that priority in Govern- 
ment ‘housing assistance be given 
to young couples, army veterans, 
large familes, sium dwellers, and 
to development towns, Housing as- 
sistance, it states! should be given 
only to persons whose income is 
not above a certain level. Where 
new fmmigrants heave financtal 
means, they should not autometic- 
ally be eligible for housing aid.

The report recommends aid not 
only towards purchase-housing but 
for rental and key-money flats as well. 

The Labour Party report doea not 
have a great deal to say about 
education. However, the Knesset La- 
hour Committee's report, issued last 
week, comments sharply: 

“Most slum areas heve πὸ com- 
munity centres, youth clubs, cul- 
tural and facilities or all- 
day nurseries. They are in fact so- 
cial deserts which force the 
younger generation to iook for en- 
tertainment outside educational 
frameworks.” 


The Labour Committee calls for 
& Committee composed of the Min- 
asters of Finance, Education, La- 
bour, Housing, Absorption and Wel- 
fare to work out a five-year so- 
celal pollcy. 

The Labour report emphasizes kin- 
dergartens and elementary educa- 
tion as opposed to present Edu- 
cation Ministry policy which al- 
locates 50 per cent of the Minis- 
try'sa budget to secondary and higher 
education. The Committee = re- 
commends that kindergarten from 
age three be made compulsory in 
all slum areas. This facility exists 
in ali development towng and vil- 
lages but it ig not yet compulsory 
in the urban: slum concentrations 
of the three main cities, The Edu- 
cation Ministry, the Committee says, 
“must find the resources” to im- 
prove elenrentary education. 
‘Among the measures recommended 
are a longer school day for more 
schools in the country, remedial 
classes, individual coaching, sum- 


mer camps, and better 
teachers, “particularily in border 
and immi ‘areas.” 


The junior bigh school scheme 
(with its emphasis on integrating 
children from different social and 
educational backgrounds) must be 
accelerated and there must bemore 
integration at the elementary and 
secondary levels, states the report. 

The Knesset Labour Committee 
and the party proposals are saying 
essentially the same things. There 
must be a Government social po- 
icy as there is an economic or 
forelgn policy, with fixed targets 
and proper accounting.

Arlosorov murder 
libel trial 
adjourned 


The libel suit brought by three 
of the founders of Habiryonim 
against Viscount Samuel, his local 
publisher and the editor of The 
Jerusalem Post opened yesterday in 
the Magistrate's Court. Hearings 
were put off'to June 7, because Lord 
Samuel was not in the- country, 
after the plaintiffs’ refused to settle 
out of court. 

The plaintiffs — Zvi Rosenblatt,

be cleared of the alleged libel of 
plotting to murder the first -Lord 
Samuel, Dr. Judah Magnes and Dr. 

Rosenblatt 
was at the time charged and 
acguitted of the actual murder of 
Dr. Arlosorov. He and the other 
two plaintiffs were members of 
Hatiryonim, a right-wing, anti-

‘Inflation is like hashish’ 
__Much too much money 
—around, says Horowitz 


Jerusalem Post Economic Correspondent 


Interest ratea should not be pushed 
up by the new measures of mone- 
tary restraint (announced on Sun- 
day), Mr. David Horowitz, Governor 
of the Bank of Israel, told a lunch- 
time meeting of the Government 
Spokesmen's Association in Jeru- 
salem yesterday. He explained that 
these pollcies will not diminish the 

1 means of payment in circulation; - 
they will only slow down the pace 
of increase. 
‘The need for corrective policies 
had become pressing. The volume 
of money increased by 15 per cent 
or IL440m., during the 11 months 
from January to December of last 
year, necessitating a special report 
released by the Bank a fortnight 
ago. But in the three months since 
last December, Tsrael’s money sup- 
. Bly has swollen by almost half as 
“ much again, or another IL200m. 
‘Tf inflation were allowed to take 
. bold, it is then that interest-rates 
would shout up, according to Mr. 
Horowitz, because people will not 
lend money unless their earnings 
exceed the price rise. 

‘At the same time, he was care- 
ful to defend the right of the mo- 

- netary authorities to Lift interest 
rates if they find {t mecessary. 
“Every one per cent rise in the 
Price of credit pushes up production 


costs by only 0.1 per cent," he stres- 
sed. Cheap money is sometimes de- 
sirable (for example, in a slump), 
but not always. It is occasionally 
necessary to make credit dearer in 
order to slow down inflation. 

Though due to retire later in the 
year, Mr. Horowitz was ia his usual 
brisk form. “Inflation is like 
hashish," he declared, “giving 
dreams and illusions: that distract 
addicts from the bitter end which 
ies ahead." 

He would not say whether the 
Government should also make 8. con- 
tribution to curb inflation by im- 
posing higher taxes — though his 
report on the means of payment, 
published lo mid-March, warns that 
“if, during the year there is any ne- 


.gative impact on prices or the ba- 


lance of payments, there will be no 
alternative but to enact new fiscal 
measures.” 

The Jerusalem Post's correspon- 
dent asked whether the central ‘bank 
proposes to do anything about a 40 
per cemt wage rise demanded by 
employees of Bank Leumi. Expe- 
rience suggests that the mamage- 
ment might yield, to avold a shut- 
down, The Governor answered that 
it ts not his business to interfere 
in a commercial bank's labour re- 
lations, but he edded: “Tf you ask 
me personally, I'm ageinst such & 
wage settlement.” 


Gvati insists Kinneret 60,000 sufferers, but public 


ignorant of diabetes.

What is diabetes? various mem- 
bers of the Jerusalem press corps 
asked at a news conference yes- 
terday. The question gave inadver- 
tent emphasis to a statement by 
Professor Aharon Cohen, that, 
although 60,000 to 70,000 Israelis 
are suffering from diabetes today, 
the public is largely unaware of 

the problem. Γ i 
Professor Cohen, who is head of 
Hadassah’s Diabetic Clinic, said that 
this year’s World Health Day, which 
takes place on April 7, the 50th 
anniversary of the discovery of in- 
sulin, will be devoted to diabetes, 
Interest in diabetes today centres 
on its relation to environmental 
factors, such as diet, and its con- 
nection with heart diseases. Diabe- 
tics, Professor Cohen said, were 10 


times more prone to heart diseases 
than the rest of the population. 

Dr. Yitzhak Ser, chairman of the 
Israel Diabetes Association, said 
that all diabetics who were members 
of Kupat.Holim had free treatment 
and drugs, but the Association had 
been working on Ddringing various 
groups of uninsured old people suf- 
fering from diabetes into some 
framework where they would not 
have to pay. Professor Cohen said 
that the problem of diabetics was 
not £0 much the cost of insulin and 
treatment as the cost of dietetic 
foods, which were. absolutely es- 
sential, and which are 25 per cent 
more expensive than regular foods. 
Dr. Ser said that his association had 
been trying to influence manu- 
facturers to reduce these prices and 
to work on the Ministry of Finance 
for exemptions for diabetics.

BILL 
PASSED

Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 
Amid the protests of demonstra- 
tors outside, and Members inside, 
the Knesset last night passed the 
eontroversial Tenants ‘Protection 
Law amendment—a Bill which has 
been criticized by ali segments of 


Nevertheless the ἘΠῚ was finally 
passed over the opposition of 
the State List, Free Centre, 
New Communists, Communists, 
and Ha'Olam Hazeh. Gahal voted 
with the Government. Mapam did 
not take part in the vote, while 
Poalel Agudat Yisrael and Agudat 
Yisrael abstained. 

Presenting the Bill for its second 
and third readings, Law and Con- 
stitution Committee Chairman Dr, 
Usrael Ben-Meir told the House that 
the Committee's task had not been 
an easy one. The Bill was, by na- 
ture, one which affected large seg- 
ments of the population, and thus 
had serious social and economic im- 
Plications -- but, he added, the 
Committee was faced with a legal 
document, and the criterla which 
dictated its decisions were based on 
legal, rather than 

considerations. 

He noted that the maximum ceil- 
ing had been cut during the Com- 
mittee’s' deliberations, which were 
stretched over four months, and 
punctuated by talks from experts. 
The cuts were made against the 
express wishes of Housing Minister 
Ze'ev Sharef. 

The new Law stipulates the fol- 

maximum rents: — 

One-and-a-half-room flats, [1,34 
per month per room. 

Two, and  two-and-a-half-room 
flats, IL80 per month per room. 

‘Three, and three-and-a-half-room 
flats, TL40 per room per month, 

Four-room-flats and over, IL50 
per room per month. 

One clause increases the protec- 
tion afforded to those tenants who 
paid key-money. Dr. Ben-Meir said 
that overall protection (that Is, 
against eviction and rerzt-hikes) 
‘will be given to all those who live 
in flats built before 1954, regerd- 
less of whether they paid key- 
money, For those who paid key- 
money, the present rent increases 
will be reduced for 15 years from 
the date of payment. 

Toe new Law allows the Gov. 
ernment to ‘fix rents for business 
premises on a selective basis, and 
in certain cases to withdraw pro- 
tection from the tenant, and de- 
mand that the rent be fixed di- 
rectly between the shop-owner and 
landlord. 

Another important amendment 
was made with regard to renova- 
tHons. Previously the landlord was 
wesponsible for essential repaira 
and a tengsnt coukd carry these out if 
Necessary and present the landlord 
with the bill, Here again the Com- 
mittee voted against the Govern 
ment’s wishes, and ruled that all 
Tepairs should be carried out by 
both tenant and landlord jointly, 

The main opposition to the dill 
came from Patt and Zal- 
man Abramov .(Gahal), Menahem 
Porush (Agudat Yisrael) and Meir 
Avizohar (State Gist), who all de- 
manded that minimum rents be in- 
creased, and that landlords be pro- 
tected in future,
